This patent application should be refused for the 
reason mentioned below. If the applicant has any argument 
against the reason, such argument should be submitted 
within 60 days from the date on which this notification was 
dispatched. 

Reasons 

1. This patent application does not comply with the 
requirements under patent Law 37 in view of the followings. 
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Note 

Although a technical matter common in the invention 
according to claims 1 to 13 and 24 and the invention 
according to claims 14 to 23 consists in "the improvement 
of luminosity rise or decay characteristic", this technical 
matter has already been overcome before filing the present 
patent application (refer to the gazette of Japanese Patent 
Laid-Open No. 4-288589, for example) and this is not a 
subject matter kept unresolved at the time of filing the 
present patent application, so that both inventions do not 
satisfy the requirement defined in Patent Law 37 (i) . 

In addition, "the constitution for correcting an 
input gray-scale signal based on a brightness difference 
between the frames'' that is a specific item of the 
invention corresponding to a problem to be solved in common 
with both aforementioned inventions is a well-known 
technology disclosed in the aforesaid gazette, so that 
there is not provided any major segment that is a new 
specific item of the invention corresponding to the problem 
to be solved and the aforesaid both inventions do not 
satisfy the requirement defined in Patent Law 37 (ii) . 

Further, the aforesaid both inventions do not 
satisfy any of the requirements defined in Patent Law 37(3), 
(4) and (5) . 
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Since the present patent application commits an 
offence against the provision of Patent Law 37, the 
inventions according to claims other than claims 1 to 13 
and 24 have not been examined as to the requirements of 
novelty and inventive step and the like. 

2. The inventions according to the following claims of the 
present patent application correspond to Patent Law 

29(1) (iii) of the Patent Law and cannot be granted for 
patent because they are an invention described in the 
following publications distributed in Japan or foreign 
countries before its filing or an invention that can be 
utilized to public through electrical communication lines. 

3. The inventions according to the following claims of the 
present patent application cannot be granted for patent 
under the provision of Patent Law 29(2) because those 
skilled in the art to which the present invention pertains 
could easily invent them on the basis of an invention 
described in the following publications distributed in 
Japan or foreign countries before its filing or an 
invention that can be utilized to public through electrical 
communication lines .

. Remarks 

In the cited reference No. 1, a configuration for 
making a fast rise or decay in response of a liquid crystal 
display device, in which a difference signal, which becomes 
positive for 1 field when an input image signal varies in 
positive and becomes negative for 1 field when an input 
image signal varies in negative, is added to an input image 
signal, is described. In addition, the paragraphs [0023] 
to [0025] in the cited reference No. 1 have a description, 
that a high frequency enhancement amount is made different 
between rising time and decaying time, because a response 
speed of a liquid crystal element is different between rise 
and decay in applied voltage.

It is deemed that what amount of enhancement is 
applied in the invention described in the cited reference 
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No. 1 is a technical matter that those skilled in the art 
could properly apply. 

.Claim 9

.Reason 3 
. Remarks 

In the cited reference No. 3, a configuration that a 
raising time is improved by increasing contour correction 
amount when an animation image is displayed, is described 
(refer to Figs. 1 and 2 and their description) . The 
inventions described in the cited references Nos. 1 and 3 
have a common object that a response speed of the liquid 
crystal element should be improved, so that- those skilled 
in the art could easily invent the invention described in 
claim 9 on the basis of the inventions described in the 
cited references Nos. 1 and 3. 

4. The inventions according to the following claims of the 
present patent application are the same as the invention 
described in the specification or the drawings originally 
attached to a written petition of the following patent 
application laid-open to public after filing it and further 
the inventor of the present patent application is not the 
same person as one invented the aforesaid invention 
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according to the patent application before filing it and 
its applicant is not the same applicant of the aforesaid 
patent application, so that they cannot be granted for 
patent under the provision of Patent Law 29-2.

In the paragraph [0070] in the specification of the 
early application, "although a transmission factor becomes 
lower than a target value before by about 1/2 of a 
responding time of liquid crystal, subsequently it becomes 
more excessive than the target value (overcompensate) and 
an average transmission factor becomes the same as a target 
transmission factor," is described.

The description of the claims in the present patent 
application does not satisfy the requirement defined in 
Patent Law (6) in view of the followings. 

Note 

(1) Although claims 8, 22 have a description saying that "a 
rate for accommodation against a lack of brightness or an 

excess amount of brightness is in a range of -30% to 

10%", it is not clear in respect to what item "a rate for 
accommodation against a lack of brightness or an excess 
amount of brightness" becomes "in a range of about -30% to 
10%". 

(2) Although claims 15, 17 to 19 have a description of "a 
correction level included in a range of ±20% of the 
correction data DL", such a description as above is not 
found in the detailed description of the invention (when 
this portion is to be amended, pay a sufficient attention 
not to add any new matter.) 

(Further, although the description of claim 17 can be 
interpreted that [Equation 21] is applied only "when a 
decreasing change occurs", the paragraph [0133] in the 
detailed description of the invention has a description 
that when an increasing change occurs, it can be expressed 
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by [Equation 16] on the basis . of a case where a decreasing 
change occurs. It is desired to have a correspondence in 
description between a description of claim 17 and the 
detailed description of the invention.)
